There is nothing cither new or surprising 
in the discovery that Judge BARNARD is not 
peculiarly sensitive to public opinion. It is 
quite possible that he moves in a little world 
of his own, where an independent standard 
of morals has been conveniently invented, 
and where he is probably regarded as one of 
the brightest ornaments that ever adorned 
the Judicial Bench. But even in circles 
which hold it to be the first duty of a Judge 
to “look after his friends,” Judge Bannarn’s 
present position must occasion some disqui- 
etude. He has allowed every one to discern 
the miotives which influence him. When- 
ever Fisk and GouLtp wish to balk justice, 
they fly to hie protecting arms. There is no 
disguise whatever about the transaction. 
We all see that persons charged with misap- 
propriating large sums of money belong- 
ing to a public company can baffle justice 
by inducing « Judge to pronounce decisions 
in their favor. Whenever they are simmon- 
ed before an honest tribunal, Jadge Baknarp 
consents to act for them as a screen. The 
world has seen corrupt Judges before now, 
but there never was a moreaudacious inven- 
tion than this for placing evil doers above 
ali law. It is already proverbial in New- 
York that it is useless to take legal proceed- 
ings against Fisk and GovuLp, because a 
Jadge is as much a part of their property 
as the theatre which, according to Mr. 
Ramsry’s complaint, is devoted to a vanety 
of pleasing orgies. If 4 suitor applies nkny 
other Court than Barwarn’s for protection, 
that worthy Judge claims the power to issue 
an injunction as a stay of all proceedings.
